Indian Plight 


George Custer is tile butt of a lot of jokes 
told by American Indians, according to Vine 
Deloria, a Standing Rock Sioux who wrote a 
book called “Custer Died For Your Sins," in 
which he presents his people’s case against the 
whites. 
In one of these jokes, a member of Custer’s 
forces, realizing that the pale faces are doomed, 
covers himself with red clay and crawls toward 
the Indian lines. When an Indian sights him and 
raises a rifle, the disguised white pleads not to 
be shot and says he wants to join the Sioux 
forces. “Why?” the Indian asks. “Better red 
than dead,” replies the white. 
There is an entire chapter in Pelorias book 
devoted to Indian humor, but any examination 
of the state of the American Indian today sug­ 
gests that there is very little in it to laugh about. 
“The indicators of Indian suffering are 
appalling,” Time Magazine said. “Their lite ex­ 
pectancy is 44 years, compared with 71 for 
white Americans, 'the average income for each 
Indian family living on a reservation — and 
more than half do — is only $1,500. I he average 
years of schooling is 5.5, well behind that ot both 
the black and the Mexican American. Some of­ 
ficials rate 90 per cent of reservation housing as 
substandard. Unemployment ranges from a low 
of 20 per cent on the more affluent reservations 
to 80 per cent on the poorest. The birth rate of 
Indians is two and a half times that of whites — 
and a majority of Indians are under 20 years old. 
The average family has to carry water for its 
dailv needs at least a mile. It is usually done on 
foot.”

Not a very laughable picture, is it? And the 
condition of Indians in the Upper Peninsula is 
no better than that of Indians in other parts of 
the United States, if we are to take the word of 
Mark Perrault, who ought to know. 
Perrault, who lives in L’Anse, is director 
of Inter-Tribal Councils of Michigan, a member 
of the Michigan Indian Affairs Commission and 
himself an Indian. He appeared before the Up­ 
per Peninsula Clergy Council in Marquette and 
drew a shocking verbal sketch of Indian life in 
Northern Michigan today. 
He said unemployment and underemploy­ 
ment on Upper Peninsula reservations ran to 
more than 90 per cent — higher even than on 
some of the poorest reservations elsewhere in 
the nation. 
“Their health problems are quite bad,” Per­ 
rault told the clergymen. “They get help from 
the U.S. Public Health Service office at Rhine­ 
lander, Wis., but its total budget for health care 
for Michigan Indians is only $21,000 a year. We 
have kids who want to go to school but can’t be­ 
cause their teeth are so bad. The local social ser­ 
vices say, ‘You’ve got your own program!’ 
*

Perrault places the blame for much of the 
Indians’ misery on a bungling bureaucracy that 
means to help the Indian but actually hinders 
him. Deloria and other Indian spokesmen also 
identify bureaucracy as a principal culprit. 
The Bureau of Indian Affairs, the federal 
agency set up to help the Indian, was established 
125 years ago. Today, it employs 15,000 persons. 
Through the years, it has spent billions of dol­ 
lars trying to assist Indians but often as not ac­ 
tually hampering them. 
“If it weren’t for the BIA, Indians would 
be extinct now,” a Sioux leader said. “But the 
way the BIA has handled us, maybe extinction 
would have been better.” 
Neither alternative seems very attractive. 


Soviet Space Triumphs' 
It has been one of the major accomplish­ 
ments of the Kremlin’s propaganda that the 
Communists have been able to convince the W est 
that Coviet military technology is comparable, 
and in some cases superior, to that of the United 
States. 
The free world has “bought” Moscow’s ac­ 
counts of Soviet space triumphs despite the fact 
that no one outside the Iron Curtain has ever 
seen the first Red rochet fired into outer space. 
The West, for example, is still satisfied to 
accept the word of the Kremlin that a cosmo­ 
naut in 1965 was the first man to walk in space. 
Soviet photographs of the supposed feat 
were examined by some 35 experts who pro­ 
claimed that one picture of a “cosmonaut” had 
been superimposed on a background shot of the 
earth and clouds. Examiners included the dean 
of the college of Graphic Arts at the Rochester 
(N.Y.) Institute of Technology, and technicians 
at Eastman Kodak Co. In another instance, an 
alleged photograph of the back of the moon was 
identified by experts in New York, Boston and 
elsewhere as a crude painting or charcoal sketch. 
Irater Moscow* transmitted a picture of a 
future “cosmic orbital station.” An alert Amer­ 
ican teenager pointed out that the Soviet space 
station was actually a copy of a 1962 advertise­ 
ment by the Sperry Gyroscope Co. The ad was 
“merely an artist’s conception,” according to a 
Sperry spokesman. 
Moscow has practiced with considerable 
success the statement by W. C. Fields: “Never 
give a sucker an even break.” 
The West has been a sucker in accepting 
the word of the Communists, who use Hitler’s 
big-lie technique to deceive and demoralize the 
Free World. Consequently the Free World pala- 
nology is better than it really is. 


Peninsula Potpourri 
Circuit Judge Stuart Iloffius of Grand Rap­ 
ids has been appointed by the Michigan Supreme 
Court to conduct a hearing into a formal com­ 
plaint filed against Houghton-Keweenaw* District 
Judge Bert M. Heideman. Following completion 
of the hearing, which is expected to be conduct­ 
ed in March, Hoffius will report his findings of 
fact and conclusions of law to the Michigan Ju­ 
dicial Tenure Commission. The body tlmn makes 
a recommendation to the State Supreme Court 
for (I) suspension of Heideman, with or with­ 
out pay; (2) removal from office, or (3) a de­ 
termination that the charges have not been 
established. Several charges regarding Heide- 
man’s handling of district court cases were filed 
w ith the tenure commission. 


Desperation Tactics 
And The Viet Cong...

When Tran Quoc Buu, the 
president 
of the 
Vietnamese 
Confederation of Labor, was in 
the U.S. at the end of 1969, he 
tried to get it across to some 
of our dove Senators that the 
Communist Viet Cong had no 
intention of living peacefully 
in “coalition” with non-Com­ 
munist elements of South Viet­ 
namese society. 
The Vietnamese labor leader, 
who had been in a coalition 
movement with the Commu­ 
nists back in 1946 and had 
barely escaped with his life, 
had little success in his en­ 
deavors to explain the obvious 
to the likes of Senators Ful- 
bright and McGovern. So the 
latest communique from Tran 
Quoc Buu’s office in Saiigon, 
which adds a footnote to the 
story of the Viet Cong’s total 
lack of concern for ordinary 
people, 
would, 
presumably, 
have no effect on the Ful- 
brights 
and 
the 
McGoverns 
even if they could be brought 
to read it. 
Nevertheless, 
Tran 
Quoc 
Buu’s recent message to me 
from his own fighting front in 
South Vietnam is worth passing 
along. 
The Vietnamese labor move­ 
ment, like the AFL-CIO in til© 
U.S., is not an ann of the gov­ 
ernm ent Its concern is with 
the 450,000 members it has in 
textile, oil, transport, and ten­ 
ant farm unions. The Viet Cong 
should sympathize with Tran 
Quoc Buu’s aim. which is to 
improve the lot of workers and 
peasants. But in spite of the 
“oughts” of the matter, the 
Viet Cong seized the opportun­ 
ity during a power failure on 
the night of Jan. 16, 1970, to 
blow up the Vietnamese Con­ 
federation of Labor’s office at 
Dalat in Tuyen Due province, 
with the intention not only of 
wrecking the trade union cen­ 
ter but also of killing the fam­ 
ily of Vu Van Loi, the CVT 
provincial representative who 
had an apartment in the upper 
story of the building.

The dynamiting of the CV T 
office injured two adults and 
five children. 
Naturally, tile senselessness 
of the outrage has hurt the 
Vie! Cong's own cause in Tuyen 
Due province. The local people 
know that the CVT has main­ 
tained complete independence 
of political parties, churches 
and governments; it has even 
endured persecutions at times 
rather than become a subser­ 
vient pawn of any organization. 
Just who was being ‘liber­ 
ated” from what by the dyna­ 
miting is a question that must 
have left most of the people 
in Tuyen Due scratching them 
I le ads. 
The CVTs own theory is that 
the Communists in South Viet­ 
nam are gambling everything 
on keeping workers and peas­ 
ants in a general state of pov­ 
erty and ignorance so that they 
may be exploited more easily 
by Viet Cong agents. The will­ 
ingness to carry “atrocity as 
strategy” to such lengtiis as 
dynamiting a trade union build­ 
ing shows how desperate die 
Viet Cong has become.

Michigan’s contribution to the 
fair, at which the state hopes to 
increase foreign trade for agri­ 
cultural interests, included al­ 
most all anyone needs for a 
Thanksgiving - type di nner — 
canned fruits and juices, turkey 
products, canned cherries and 
asparagus,

products. 
“There’s sampling going on 
all the time,’’ says Glenn Haw­ 
kins, chief of the Michigan Agri­ 
culture Department’s marketing 
division. “And 7.000-8.000 bilin­ 
gual brochures will be passed 
out to the people.’* 
Hawkins said individual grow­ 
ers and processors—selected on 
a first-come, first-served basis 
to participate—provide the sam­ 
ples of their product and [jay for 
•their shipment to the overseas 
trade fair. 
Each participant — this year 
five are involved—also pays a 
"small sum" to the state. 
It 
varies from $100-$300, depending 
on where the fair is and what 
floor rental and other costs are, 
Hawkins said, but each year the 
fee is the same for all partici­ 
pants from Michigan. 
The state adds to the funds to
